The city has a ijopulatiou of 
some I."), OHO and resembles Halifax suiue- 
what in its mingled stone and wooden 
archil ectiire. Scarcely .my residences are 
of anytliiiig but wood, or have other than 
wooden fouudatiuns. To this apparent 
tliinsiiii'.ss, the mild climate conduces. 
\Vititor oil the Pacitic Coast means rain, 
with snow but rarely. An lilnglish atmos- 
phere pniduoea an English wealth of fruit 
and flowers. We saw a pear-tree of di- 
meiisioiiH nearly twice those ever .soon in 
the ICisi; and lioney-sucklo, eloniatis and 
sweet -pi-a growing with tho luxuriance of 
Dovon.shiie, for Mowers last until Decem- 
ber. 

On .Sinulay the party attended the An- 
glican cathedral, and Were' invited to 
occupy the pew of the Absent bishop's 
family. One of the eatliedral clei'gy, Rev. 
Mr. I'.eaulaiids, preached a thoughtful 
sermon from Romans XII, 10. Next 
iiKU'ljiug we drove to the splendid dry 
il<ick at Esipiimalt, ilestitute, however, 
of war vessels, fur these had been sum- 
moned to aid in suppressing the Indian 
troubles in the Skeona district.

building, and the lending Chinese waru- 
hiuises. Attached to one of those ii an 
opium factory, >vhich we visited. The 
process of manufactura consists in succes- 
sive gentle aiiiiiiierings and skimmings. 
In Victoria the drug is worth about $!8 a 
pound, and twice as much across the 
American border, which tempts John to 
smuggling. 

British Coluiubia's resources are chiefly 
those of the mine, forest and tislieriea — at 
New Westminster are large salmon can- 
neries. Agriculture, which employs more 
men in [iroportiun to value of product,tli»n 
any other industry, cannot have much 
scope in the comparatively small aioa of 
the arable land.

Now, without these words, our statement 
would have been puzzling, if not false;

itacoiiraeil ia not the fault of the rail-

"monopolist prices" for it. However, tlu^

The lujspitid.s, orphan 
asylums and other iiistitiitiona that always 
have work for the willing engage the at- 
tention of others. Those that liiul nothing 
special to occupy their time bind them- 
solves to foUowr out the gulden rule. 
Those whose members have trained voices 
sing for the sick or sorrowful. Others, 
again, gather flowers for tho sick j.oor. 
Others collect illustrated papers fur sail 
ors -a great solace on a long voy.age. 
Others try their hand with the Chinese 
teaebiiig them English and endeavoring to 
cor.ect to some extent tho imprcaaiona of 
Westin'u civilization that aoiiie of them, 
not without reason, liin o come to enter- 
tain. Tho order of tho Iving's Daughters 
has pmmpted a corresponding organiza- 
tion known as the King's Sons, who also 
find plenty work to do in a simple, un- 
outontatious way.

Mr. \ irgil 11. lOaton, in the current 
luiiiiberof the J'uji.iUir .s'ro'iicc Monthhi, 
(liseiisses how Ihe opium habit ia acipiired 
ill Poaton. He tiiids that the habit is 
rapidly increasing. - Nut only are there 
moro "joints " and more respectable re- 
sorts uf that kind than there were a year 
ag<i, but the number of citizens using 
opium at their homes or ottices is growing 
Vory fast. Mr, Eaton, in ijin-siiance of 
bis investigation, was led to examine tho 
physicians' recipes loft at tho drug stores 
til be Idled. Ilu found that opium and its 
alkaloids -pari ieiilarly aulidiate of luor- 
[ihia are extensively jireacribcd by 
(.hysicians. lie oliuuieratea upwards of 
twenty spocilic ailniouts for which tho 
drug seems tp be recomn^onded as the 
great panacea. On e^ai>)i"at|on <)f the 
last 10,200 recipes taken in 34 drug stores 
he found 1,481 which prescribed some 
pre])aratioii of opium. This was surpris- 
ing to liiiii, but a further search revealed 
a more alarming state of things. Of the 
prescriptions furnished by physicians he 
found that 42 [lor cent aro hllod a second 
time, and of those thug re-tjllod '!'.) |i>ur 
cent eoiitained opium in some form. 
.\g;iin, '-'S per cent of all prescriptions ho 
fouuil to be liUcil a third time, and of 
these (il per cunt were for opiates. Of 
those pri^scriptioiis which tilled a fourth 
tinio IS por cent were opiates. It is in 
this way, Mr. Eaton thiuka, that the 
crazu for opiates begins. It is first pro- 
scribed as a relief for pain, sleoplossnoas, or 
some other ailment, and t^ho prescripl ion 
being again and again filled and the opiate 
used tiuidly establishos an iipi)ntite that is 
as ui.conlrolluble as it it ia deadly. Tlio 
writer's investii;at ii iii led liim to believe 
that fully L'."i per cent, of those who beL;in 
taiiinu luedieiiu-s roiitainiiig opiates hc- 
,-,,me :iddicied to the habit. lie adds : 
"Tbe proportion of those who, having 
taken up thu habit in earnest, h.ift it oil 
l.iter on, was very small - not oyer 10 pur 
ei'iit. When a person once boconn^s an 
opium slave, tho habit usually holds 
tliidiigh life." 'We do not know to what 
oxter.t the opium habit prevails in Canada, 
but such occasional instances have come 
to light as to load to the necessity of 
sounding a noti,- of warning. Already, in 
of i\lasaa(diusetts a law has been 
passed comiielling every person who piir- 
cliaaes opiuiii in any of Us forms to "reg- 
ister," giving his name and place of resi- 
dence to the druggist. But the sale goes 
on increasing. l<"or this state of things 
Mr. Eatfjn says the physicians ijrorespon 
silile. We quoto:— 

Tlie parties who an; responsible for llie 
ilii roasr of I ho liiiliil are the jilij'siciaiis 
who nave the |)rescri|)tioiis. In these 
days of great iiuMital strain, when men 
tiiiie their business lioiiio with them and 
think ol it from waking to sleeping, llie 
nerves are the first to feel the effects of 
overwork. Opium ett'octs immediate re- 
lief, and the ibxitors, knowing this, and 
wisliiiig lo stand well with their iiarieiits, 
piesciibo It more and more. Thoir de- 
sign is to effect a cure. The result is to 
ei 111 vurt thoir pafcipiits ii|to ujiiuiii slaves. 
The doctors uro to blaipe fin' so largo a 
eonsiimption of opium, and thuy ar|j the 
moil who need reforming.

"it was only with greiit dllUculty that I 
procured the following informnlion re- 
spectinp; the modus operniuU of tliis pliis- 
tic opcrntloti for restoring the noso from 
an old bnld and habitual opiiiiu eater. 
The old bald was ti khid of a family tlnc- 
tor or professor of niediclue to one of t ho 
nosemakers, and in this cnpaclty had 
more than once witnessed the operation 
of nose restoration. He tbereforo con- 
aidered himself in possesion of the 
secreti, if tocret it' is. His narrative ran 
thus; 

" 'After drugging their patient with 
some narcotic, the Kangalras forthwith 
proceed to paint the foreliead with a medi- 
cated lotion lis a prfliiiiinary step. Ou 
askiug the conipositiou of this liitioii, tlie 
only answer vouchsafed was a grave 
shake of lliu head, 

" "I'lio next step is to cut n piece of 
leather to the shape and size of the re- 
quired nose. This being done, it is placed 
on the forehead and used to mark out, the 
lines of incision. Then they beat the 
forehead with an old slipper until the 
part marked out hecomes swollen and 
prominent. 

" 'Zinc tnbcs, with a plate between 
them to serve the purpose of septiuu iiusi, 
are then lodged iu the nostrils. The lieit 
proceeding is to dissect a ll.ip of the swol- 
len flesh with a razor, leaving the lower 
part attached to the forehead. Induing 
this they take a vein with the ll»p, the 
name and position of which is » profound 
secret, known only to himself and the 
nosemakers. The success of the opera- 
tioti depends entirely on the preservation 
and careful dissection of this secret Tein. 

" 'The next step was to turn up the flap 
with theaecret vein u particular way over 
the tubes. 

"'This being accomplished, tho other 
parts of the nose are pared aed fastened 
to it with silk ligature, anil the whole 
thing is brought to an cud by the applica- 
tion of a special ointment. For several 
days, until tho wound Is healed, the pa- 
tient must keep a recunbent position. 

" 'On union taking jiiace the piece 
which was left attached to the forehead 
la,.iserered, aud the patient comes forth 
wltb a new-born nose. I ought to hare 
mentioned that the removal of the eino 
tube is effected aa soon us convenient,'" 



A LUMINOUS TREE. 



It Olvci Ught enouEh To Bead by. ^ 

A most remarkable tree or shrub said 
to grow in a small L;nlch near some 
aprlogs about twelve miles north of Tus- 
carorust, is about sli or seven feet in 
height, with a trunk which, at its base, 
U three times the size of a man's wrist. 

It has innumerable branches and twigs, 
and resembles somewhat the barberry 
tree. Its foliage at certain seasons of the 
year is so luminous that It can be plainly 
distinguished in the darkest night for a 
distance of more than a mile, while in its 
immediate vicinity it emits uuiBcient 
light to enable a person to rend the finest 
print. Its foliage is extremely rank, and 
its leaves resemblo somewhat, in .si/.e, 
shape aud color, those of tho uromatic 
baytree of Cali fornia. 

The luminous property is evidently pa- 
rasitic, aud consists of a sort of guuiniy 
subgcauce, which, upon beli]g transferred 
by rubbing to a person '.s hand, imparts to 
it tho same apparently phosphorescent 
light, while that on the leaf entirely dis- 
appears. 



AN ELECTRIC FISH TRAP. 



Tka Promise of Daop-Soa FIshini; wltU- 
oot the Necoailty of Bait. 

It bos long been kuov.'n that fish, like 
birds and insects, are attracteil by and 
win swarm around any source of illumi- 
nation, liirds are killed iu thousands by 
flying against the thick glass which pro- 
tects ligbtbouse lanterns, aud various 
Insects are caught with tho help of a 
light. 

The difficulty. of maintaining a sub- 
aqueous light haia hitherto prevented the 
application of the same principle to fish- 
ing. But now that we have at coniinund 
an electric Ulunihiant which i- (]uiLe in- 
dependent of oxygen, and wliicli will 
therefore give light in aclosed chamber, 
the diiriculty is nt an end. 

With lamps arranged for the purpose, 
the United States steamship Albatross 
has been catching multitudes of the finny 
tribes, the lamps being inclosed iu wire 
netting to obviate risks of breakage. 

It iscurious to note that if this method 
of fisbltig is found to be advantageous 
enough to become common, it will have a 
distinct bearing tipon the disputes which 
hare arisen Ijetween the American and 
Canadian fisher folk, for the former will 
have no longer any need of trnuliliiig tho 
latter for bait.— Chambers's Journal.

On bis 
w.ay to the i;,iol he was ironed, but told a 
police ollieer that he could readily take 
fh.'in oil'. He alsosai.l that if he icgjuiied 
his liberty he would easilv -et nut of the 
coiiiury. Chief IHoonili.dd yeslerilay re 
eeived intelligence that he had ci'inniiltcd 
a burghiry at Portland before '.^oiM'.; lo 
Seattle, one of the p.icket-books in ihe 
prisoiier'a possession being proof of tlii.s.

'Ma luiicli opium being smuggled into 
tli.> I'liited States from British Columbia 
at present ^ " 

"The siiuio_din.; is L;oin',' on coutiinially, 
and if is impossible to [lut an end to it. 
The country is so large that it cannot be 
covered by the small force of customs 
utiiciiils stationed on Pugut Sound. There 
are twenty two iiis))ectors to guard about 
L'-JbO miles of coast lino, or lOU miles to 
e;ich mail. More or less opium is smug- 
gled iiitotlie ( nitcil Slates on all vessels 
which touch at X'icforia. The sailors, 
atowiirils, cooks aii.l even the ollicers of 
vessels which [»ly between I'ai.'ilic eoaat 
points in tho United Stales and British 
Columbia are criiistaiitly smuggling. Tliey 
form pools, each man contributing So. or 
siiine such sum, until a fund large enough 
to buy tell pounds ill \'ictoria is raised. 
The o|iiiim is brought .iboard the vessel 
and hi.l in out -of-way points, and when 
San Kiaiieiaco, Portland, Port Townsoiid, 
Tiicoma, Scuttle or other point of destina- 
tion is reached the opium is I'emoved from 
its hiding place and taken ashore and sold. 
These fellows who are engaged in siiuig- 
uliie; sni.'ill lots are what we call the 
[mcket siiiiiLmders, .-ind are b}' far the 
least daiigei-oiis of all with wdioiii we have 
to deal. They are petit thieves. It is 
the big thieves tliat give us the most 
trouble."
